1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 20 is allowed because the prior art individual or taken as a whole does not teach 
that the plane in which the LEDs are arranged is located substantially parallel to a first surface 
onto which the canted radial beams are projected in combination with other features as claimed 
in claim 20. Claims 21 and 22 further limit claim 20 and as such are also allowed. 

Claim 23 is allowed because the prior art individual or taken as a whole does not teach 
that the ring lenses surrounding the corresponding LED are comprised of a first and second 
canted portion, respectively, projecting a first and second canted radial beam with each at an 
angle to the plane on which the LEDs are arranged in combination with other features as claimed 
in claim 23. Claims 24 to 27 and 30 further limit claim 23 and as such are also allowed. 

Claim 33 is allowed because the prior art individual or taken as a whole does not teach 
that the ring lens is the form of an off axis collimating ring lens in combination with other 
features as claimed in claim 33. Claims 34 and 35 further limit claim 33 and as such are also 
allowed.
